NOBLES OF ALEPPO TEMPLE: 


GLADLY enter upon another year of pleasant service, as 
Potentate of the best Shrine Temple in North America. 
with a full realization that only your encouragement and 
advice, your counsel and assistance, and your active sup- 
port and cooperation, can really assure continued growth 
and prosperity for the Temple of which we are all so proud. 


The close of 1941 did bring one unavoidable disappoint- 
ment due to the exigencies of war. Last May the member- 
ship of Aleppo Temple unanimously invited the Imperial 
Council to hold its annual meeting in Boston in June of this 
year, feeling that the time was long overdue when our Tem- 
ple should be host to the Nobility of North America. This 
urgent invitation, warmly endorsed by Noble Leverett Sal- 
tonstall, as Governor of Massachusetts, by Mayor Tobin of 
Boston, the Chamber of Commerce, the Boston Hotel Asso- 
ciation, and others, was enthusiastically received; the offi- 
cial decision, which we are confident would have been favor- 
able to Boston, was to have been made on or about December 
15. And then on Sunday, December 7, came the historic 
attack on Pearl Harbor. The United States was at war! 


Deep as is the disappointment, we, of course, feel that 
the very recent official decision of the Imperial Officers not 
to hold a national meeting of the uniformed units in June 
of 1942, was both wise and patriotic. 


But so far as strictly local activities are concerned, we 
are also in full accord with official sentiments expressed by 
the President of the United States, by our Governor, and 
by the Mayor of Boston, in their appeal to all citizens to 
carry out such plans for social and other activities as do 
not conflict with the war efforts of the nation. Last autumn 
on the occasion of our splendid circus week at the Boston 
Garden, your Potentate expressed the belief, that even with 
a people close to the sacrifices and horrors of actual war- 
fare, morale may sometimes be better sustained by moments 
of wholesome relaxation. And with the further thought that 
certainly the younger generation is entitled to some of its 
youth, even in dark days. The success of our 1941 circus, 
at popular prices, and on its own merits, without the lure 
of any semi-charitable lotteries or prize drawings, we feel 
justifies consideration of a similar event during 1942. 
Incidentaily, when the sale of tickets early last autumn 
assured a reasonable profit, we felt that the Nobility would 
gladly endorse our plan to replace—without one cent of 
direct cost to Aleppo Temple—a substantial number of uni- 
forms for the Patrol, Band, and other units which have been 
worn for almost twenty years. The timely purchase of the 
necessary red whipeord cloth was therefore made long be- 
fore present shortage of materials and price advances. 


Our monthly luncheons, with prominent and interesting 
speakers, we feel continue to meet with the approval and 
support of the Nobility. So, too, our spring and fall bridge 
party and ball which have been so enthusiastically attended 
by the Nobility and their families. 


We know the Shrine to be something more than just 
"the playground of Masonry"—but we are proud of that 
familiar characterization as well. Life, especially in these 
times, can be a rather dreary and monotonous journey 
without a laugh or a smile along the troubled way. And 
somehow we have never felt that the unequalled results 
officially accomplished by the Shrine year after year for 
the crippled children of America, have in any way ever 
been discounted by the fact that every Shriner can also 
say, "Hello, Noble" with a smile.

Aleppo to retain its position as the 
fourth largest Temple in Shrinedom. 


Syria Temple of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
leads the “BIG FOUR” of the Mystic 
Shrine with a membership of 12,236. 
Medinah Temple of Chicago, Ill. 
threatens Syria’s top position with a 
membership of 11,517. Third place is 
held by Al Malaikah Temple with a 
membership of 10,819, followed by 
Aleppo with 9,260. 

There are 159 Temples in the organi- 
zation which covers North America. 
The national membership of the Shrine 
as of January 1, 1942 was 307,994. The 
first Temple to receive a charter to ini- 
tiate novices into our Ancient Arabian 
Order was Mecca Temple of New York 
City, which received its charter Sep- 
tember 26, 1872. Aleppo was the thir- 
teenth Temple to receive a charter, the 
same being granted June 23, 1882. The 
last Temple to be instituted by the 
Imperial Council was issued to Scim- 
itar Temple of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
on June 8, 1938. 


Of the 159 Temples now in existence 
there are 147 in the United States, 9 
in Canada, 1 in the Canal Zone, 1 in 
the Hawaiian Islands and 1 in Mexico.

URING the seven years that our 

magazine has been published there 
has never been a time when so much 
has been happening and so much news 
might be written as today. Everybody, 
without exception, is affected by the 
conversion of plants, tools and man- 
power to war production.
